Jeb Stuart Magruder (November 5, 1934 — May 11, 2014) was an American businessman and political 
operative in the Republican Party when he joined the administration of President Richard Nixon in 1969. He 
published two books about his political career and faith journey, attended divinity school, and became an 
ordained Presbyterian minister in 1981. He served the church for the remainder of his life. 


He served Nixon in various capacities, including helping manage the president's highly successful 1972 re- 
election campaign. During that time, Magruder became involved in the Watergate scandal of the early 1970s. 
As a Deputy Director of Richard Nixon's Committee for the Re-Election of the President (C.R.E.E.P.), 
Magruder pleaded guilty to conspiracy and served time in a federal prison for his actions. Magruder was the 
second official in the administration of President Richard Nixon to plead guilty to charges of burglarizing the 
Watergate complex. In 1974 he published an account of the Watergate affair.
